As regards the former, it 
possesses but one defect—that of not being 
arranged alphabetically, Thereprinted article 
on the other hand, furnishes most useful 
information, and though readers of the China 
Review will be familiar with its contents, we 
may be pardoned if, for the sake of others, we 
note one of the facts it mentions as to the 
antiquity of the “‘father of newspapers.” It 
‘would appear that “Court announcements,” 
as such the Peking Gazette of the present day 
virtually is, were issued in-the eighth contury, 
as a record of tho appointment of one Han Yih 
appecred in this form not Inter than tho year 
AD. 741. The Gazette (we need hardly say 
that the English title is not aliteral translation 
of the original, which should be “ Metropolitan 











Announcements”) would therefore appear to be 
at least over 1130 years old. This as times go 
is respectable ; and_as its circle of readers 
must, at the received calculation, be tly 
and indirectly somewhat about six millions, 
it can probably claim a circulation before 
which even that of the leading penny paper 
must pale. But fancy what possibilities would 
present themselves to Western enterprize with 
thirty millions of people able to read, and only 
one journal which published official news at 
first hand. The particulars given as to the 
Printing, &., of the Gaze are very interest 
ing, and the proprietors of the volume under 
notice have done wisely in reprinting Mr 
Mayers’ article. Such a work if continued 
will some day be of incalculable value to 
historians ; while the issues already published 
contain even light reading enough to amuse 
those to whom Chinese matters are asa rule 
“caviare.”—China Mail.

‘Tue state of things in Manchuria has 
become so bad, of late, that tho 
Peking Government has had to take 
tho question seriously in hand, and try 
to devise some means of restoring 
order. Misgovernment had, in fact, 
reduced the province to a stato of 
anarchy, and Tsung-shih was lately 
despatched there to go thoroughly into 
the question, and recommend some 
scheme of reform. ‘The Peking Gazette 
of the 6th September contains his 
report, setting out what he conceives 
to be the causes of the evil, and the 
proposed remedy. Hitherto the threo 
provinces of Sheng-king, Kirin and 
Tsitsihar, which constitute the district 
of Manchuria, have been organised on 
military rather than a civil basis; and 
the gradual decay of this military 
organisation seems to have admitted 
abuses that have led to the present 
enquiry, ‘The fact is, the condition of 
Manchuria has been undergoing a 
gradual change since its tribes suc- 
ceeded in overruning China and placing 
the present dynasty on the throne; 
and the form of government, which 
suited it well in its then condi- 
tion, has become utterly inapplicable. 
Chinese immigration has gone on 
till the Chinese population has come 
to exceed the Manchu, And what 
Tsung-shih proposes to do seems 
to be very much like introducing the 
Chinese system of government—organ- 
ising the country on the model of a pro- 
vince in China proper. He attributes 
much of the trouble to the gradual 
falling away of power from the hands 
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of the Military Governor-General, and 
its increase in those of a Governor- 
Adjoint—a post filled ex officio by the 
head of the Board of Revenue at 
Moukden, and which seems to have 
clashed with and overshadowed even 
the Civil Governorship, which also 
existed, Tsung-shih proposes to con- 
vert the Military Governor-General 
into 2 Civil Governor-General (Tsung- 
too) of the same status as one in tho 
eighteon provinces, and to give the 
Civil Governor the rank and power of 
Governor in the eighteen provinces, 
reducing the Governor-Adjoint to a 
coadjutor of the latter. ‘There will 
be no mistake then about who 
is chief, and where the real power 
lies. Hitherto the various Boards 
which exist at Moukden, on the model 
of the Boards at Peking, seem to have 
exercised a divided authority which 
clashed with that of the Military and 
even the Civil Governor, and led to 
the gravest abuses and confusion of I 
gation—opening the door to unlimited 
corruption. A similar division of 
authority seems to have existed between 
the District Magistrates who have been 
appointed from time to time to control 
the Chinese, and their military col- 
leagues who represent the old Mancha 
organisation, and who seem to have 
been always chosen from among the 
Imperial kindred. In cases of dispute 
between Manchusand Chinese, these two 
functionaries were bound to act toge- 
ther—a system of joint authority and 
divided responsibility, which of course 
led to endless complications. Tsung- 
shih now proposes to place the whole 
Civil power in the hands of the Magis- 
trate. In fact, as we said at first, the 
tendency of the whole scheme is to 
supersede the Tartar by Chinese organ- 
isation, and this peaceful counter-con- 
quest of their conquerors is not the 
least interesting feature in the narra 
tive. Not only has the Tartar element 
been swamped and absorbed 
China proper; but the Chinese have 
reversed the tide, and are now over- 
flowing into the territory of their con- 
querors, and imposing upon the latter 
the organisation and plan of Govern- 
ment which the latter found existing 
in the eighteen provinces at the time of 
their invasion. 

Beyond even the complex system of 
government, the insufficient pay of the 
officials has been an inevitable source 
of abuse. It is notorious that bribery 
and corruption flourished in the pro- 
vince ; but it could not be otherwise, 
The Governor-General of this immense

district only gota nominal salary of 
Tis. 2,000 per annum which, by de- 
ductions at the fountain head and loss of 
exchango in transmission, was reduced 
to Tis, 500 in actual cash ; the Civil 
Governor from the same causes getting 
no more than Tis. 200. One must 
agree with the memorialist, that out 
of such sums the conduct of public 
business cannot be provided for, and 
there is no help for it but to take pre- 
sents from the lower officials, who in 
turn must gather from the people. 
‘Tsung-shih accordingly proposestoplace 
both Governor-General and Governor 
on the same footing, as regards selary, 
with the Viceroys and Governors in 
China proper. But, even still, the 
mysterious principle of deduction is 
perpetuated. “As, in the present 
times of financial exigency, the full 
amounts cannot be paid,” the Go. 
vernor-General will get only Tis. 
8,000 out of 2 nominal Tis. 18,000; 
and the Governor, Tis. 6,000 out of a 
nominal Tis. 12,000,—these sums to 
be paid from that excellent milch cow, 
the collectorate of the Maritime Cus- 
toms. Altogether the reforms advocated 
by Teung-shih seem intelligent ones, 
and it is to be hoped that they will 
have the effect of reducing to order a 
district which has been of late a prey 
to anarchy and corruption ; the officials 
neglectiig every duty but squeezing, 
and the people harassed by misgovern- 
ment and by the brigandage which the 
officials are believed to wink at for 
their own gain. 





Tae Turkestan Gazette often gives 
valuable information with regard to 
events on the North-western frontier of 
China. Unluckily, the method, orrather 
want of method adoptedin transliterating 
Chinese names, so disguises them that 
to a resident in the empire they are 
simply unintelligible. The paragraph 
in our News Summary, with regard 
to a caravan plundered, apparently in 
Western Mongolia, is a case in point. 
We cannot discover the spot named 
Schiho, and we quite give up in despair 
the official named Schuschagun. We 
have not information from other sources 
of the plunder of the caravan in 
question. The Ameer of Yarkand has, 
indeed, been in trouble about a caravan 
from Kokand; but the Russians are 
hardly likely to seriously contemplate 
holding China responsible for what 
has occurred in the dominions of 
an independent chief, with whom 
they themselves have established di- 
plomatic relations. In 1872, . the 
year in question, a caravan left 
the Russian posts near the Zaisan 
Lake, and went by Kobdo to Barkul. 
‘The mandarin in charge of that town 








refased to admit it, alleging that 
it was in Kansub, and therefore 
belonged to China proper, while the 
Russians bad by treaty the right only 
to trade in Mongolia. The caravan 
foreed to retire, did so by way ot 
Guchen to Bulun-tokhoi, along tig 
northern flank of the T’ien-shan. ‘Tig 
country is nearly depopulated, and the 
inhabitants on the verge of insurrection, 
as may be judged from an incident 
which occurred at Guchen, where the 
Chinese garrison, hearing of the eapture 
of Kobdo by the Tunganies, slaughtered 
in cold blood 300 of their countrymen, 
engaged in peaceable occupations in the 
town. It is, therefore, not unlikely 
that this caravan may have met with 
rough treatment ; though it is cortainly 
curious that, in the published account, 
no mention is made of violence having 
been used. It seems only a fresh proof 
of the utter impracticability of the 
Chinese, that with all the experience 
they have had of Russia, they should 
still permit such well-founded canses 
of complaint on the part of their en. 
oroaching neighbour to spring up. Our 
own supineness has been so great that, 
not unnaturally, the Chinese Gove. 
ment has concluded it might be 
calculated on for the future; but that 
their infatuation should lead them to 
bind in a common cause two nations 
whose general Asiatic policy is s0 
opposed as that of Great Britain aud 
Russia, seems past belief. ‘The Russians 
have been making explorations in Chine, 
as well as Great Britain and France, 
and it might have been anticipated that 
China would have accepted the inevit- 
able. All threo have now causes of 
complaint against the Chinese Gover- 
ment, which it is quite within the 
power of that’ Government to remove, 
Occasional outbursts of popular feeling 
are a very different thing from the 
settled determination to oxclude, which 
is actuating the authorities of the 
Empire. It cannot be got to seo that 
it is now in the same position with 
regard to its Western frontier, that it 
was with its seaboard before the with. 
drawal of the East India Company; and 
thatthe sameinfluencesareat work which 
compelled Great Britain to forcibly open 
the coast ports in 1842, It depends 
very much on the chapter of accidents 
whether Great Britain will, in 1875, be 
able to take advantage of the action of 
Russia, or whether it will be left to the 
latter power to gain considerable ad- 
vantages, as in 1858, from the hostile 
attitude of the former. In either case, 
China must be the loser both in sei 
respect and pecuniarily, even if the 
present complications do not result in 
the loss of an additional slice of her 
notoriously mismanaged territory. For 
three years, wo have been pointing ott 
the inevitable result of her misju 

policy in the North-west, bub our wart: 
ings, and doubtless the warnings of 
others, who bave bad nearer approtth 
to head-quarters, have fallen flat. She 
has deliberately taken the wroug course 
and few will feel sympathy with ber 
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should she have to pay dearly for 
her blunder, Russia as well as 
England is looking out for new points 
of entrance, and when these two Powers 
fro united in one course of action, it is 
simply preposterous for the feeble hands 
at Peking to attempt to restrain the 
movement.

Tho 
vessel ia on a sandy bottom, and at high 
tide the upper deck is covered ; at low 
tide the scuttles aro about 6 inches above 
water. Thore appeared to be no leak 
abaft the main bunker. ‘The Captain’ has 
gone to Foochow for assistance, and the 
chief officer, &e., remain by the 
board a mandarin junk which is protectin 
the wreck from pirates.

‘The Geelong went on to Yokohama Tues- 
day afternoon ; taking, we presume, the 
Japan mails and passengers ex Sunda, and 
otherwise supplying her place on the line.

‘Tho steamer Lurope, while steaming up 
the Peiho river on the 12th instant, struck 
the bank aud broke threo blades of her 
propeller clean off, and half of the fourth, 
Sho has sinco arrived in Shanghai in tow 
of the Haining. 

The steamer Glenlyon reports having

soveral Russian meyhants were killed, and 
goods of the valuo of about 90,000 roubles 
woro stolen. The Russian Government, 
on learning tho news, demanded 
tion, but in vain, All the repre: 
and warnings of the Ambassador at Pekin 
were only replied to by evasions, which 
were evidently intended to postpone the 
matter indefin At longth the Am- 
bassador observed in very energetic lan- 
guage that if the Chineso Government per- 
sisted in treating his demands with auch 
negligence, Russia would be compelled to 
consider it unnecessary to have a repre- 
sentative in China.” ‘This induced the 
Chineso Ministors to promise that the 
matter would be speedily settled and the 
guilty severely punished ; but the Gazette 
sooms to doubt whether this promise will 
be fulfilled. ‘Tho Berlin correspondent of 
the Morning Post, however, mentions that 
the threat ofsuspending diplomaticrelations 
is kopt imminent, and a Berlin t 
to the Zimes would seem to indicate 
that Russia is inclined to co-operate with 
England in compelling China to allow 
froer intercourse with her territory, ‘The 
telegram says “itis belioved that the Rus- 
sian Government contemplate forming a 
commercial road through the Yunnan Pro: 
vincos of the Chineso Empire, which the 
Calcutta Government has been #0 long 
irous to reconnoitre, Co-ope: 
Bngland and, if nocessary, coercion of 
China, seems to be advocated in influential 
quarters at St, Petersburg.” Bow Russia 
can possibly form a commercial road 
through Yunnau, is not very apparent, 
Her territories do not approsch the pro- 
vince. What is possible, is that she may 
wish to open up a route thorough Kansuh, 
which is approachable from Tomsk ; and 
that she proposes England and Russia 
should use their joint influence to 
‘compel acquiescence in all their demands.

Strange 
‘iivalthongh. the back door opened 
eet’ "2 property, we had for- 
vo n° Grew the bolt ; and to traverse 
°w hundred miles between Bur- 
or Assam and the cities of 
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Yunnan and Szechuen, we had to 
travel over thousands of miles of sea. 
Tt is certainly nob a very dignified 
position for Great Britain, that the 
Indian Government should be unable to 
send an officer in safety across its 
frontier. To explore the countries 
adjacent to our own territory, we have 
to make uso of native “ cat’s-paws,” as 
the Russians have not inaptly called 
our pundits and moonshees. This is, 
however, the position in which our 
feeble policy has placed us ; and it will 
lie greatly with the Indian Government 
te prevent the new concessions from 
becoming also nugatory. The time has 
arrived when it is essential that the 
determined obstructiveness which has 
hitherto prevailed should be done away 
with ; and it is well that it should be 
understood, both in London and Cal- 
outta, that a promise and a few lines in 
writing will be no sufficient guarantes 
for what should effect a radical change 
in the relations between our Indian 
dominions and the Empire of China. 





‘THE HOSPITAL. 


Now that the flow of letters on the 
Hospital question has stopped, it may 
be worth while seeing what they have 
taught us regarding public feeling on 
the subject. “Veritas” raised the ques- 
tion, by declaring that “the feeling 
which had been worked up against the 
‘Trustees, and which had resulted in 
their abolition, was in reality vented 
against the Sisters of Charity”—was 
an outpouring, in fact, of Protestant 
bigotry, which disliked the presence of 
Roman Catholics at the Hospital. He 
was utterly wrong; and even if he 
seriously believed the statement, and 
were not trying rather to test its truth, 
the tone of the published letters must 
have convinced him of the fact. A 
religious question is always a firebrand ; 
and the tono of “Veritas” letter, 
followed as it was by those of the 
Chairman of the Trustees and Dean 
Butcher, was likely not only to fan into 
flame any smouldering feeling of the kind 
that might exist, but even to suggest 
and excite such a feeling ab origine, 
‘That it has failed utterly to do either, 
is m proof that the community were 
guided not at all by religious prejudice, 
but by a perfectly cool judgment, when 
they expressed a wish that the manage- 
ment of the Hospital should vest in 
fature in the hands of their own 
representatives. That the position of the 
Sisters did enter for something into the 
vote passed by the Ratepayers, is very 
likely. The jatter had had shown them 
an agreement which gave the Sisters a 
power in the management of the 
Hospital that seemed inconsistent with 
good sense; and it was felt that 
this agreement was unlikely to 
be revised by the Trustees. This 
criticism however is as far as possible 
from being a religious one; and so 
far from wishing that the Sisters 
should be eliminated, to use “ Veritas’” 
expression, from the Hospital, the 








community almost without exception 
would regard it as o matter for 
the gravest regret if their advisers 
should decline to sanction the necessary - 
modifications. Bunt as no one with 
common sense can fail to admit that 
there are clauses in that agreement 
which reverse altogether the natural 
position of nurses in a hospital, we 
cannot think any serious difficulty will 
be found in effecting the revision. 

‘We have written so much, because 
it is very desirable no false issue 
should be raised on this point; and 
that whatever desire may exist to 
have the management of tho hospital 
placed on 2 more reasonable basis, 
should be attributed to tho true, 
and not to non-existent, feeling. 
‘There was some danger that “ Veritas’ ” 
letter might raise’ ‘this false issue ; 
the tendency of his statements was rather 
like that of the old advocate's argument 
in the case of poor Peter Peebles versus 
Plainstanes—namely to obscure the real 
point, which had been made quite clear 
by previous speakers, Tho desire of 
the Ratepayers that an institution 
which has to be founded with Munici- 
pal money and supported largely by 
‘Municipal contributions, should remain 
under their own management, is suf 
ficiently natural, and needs no far. 
sought explanation, Apart from any 
question of past mis-management, the 
Trustees are perfectly irresponsible ; 
whereas tho Ratepayers have the 
opportunity, every year, of clecting 
Members of Council. “The idea suggest. 
ed at tho late meoting, that tho 
‘Trustees might form a Board of Visitors 
to the Hospital, seems eminently feasi- 
ble. It is no doubt true that to throw 
upon the Council the whole manage- 
ment of a hospital, would be to task 
severely the good-will they bring to our 
service. But there is no reason why 
the working power whose probable loss 
Mr. Drammond deplored, should not bo 
utilised under them. A Board of 
Visitors. might with great advantage 
be instituted to work under the 
Council's auspices, and relieve them of 
the detail work of management; it 
being understood that the ultimate 
right of decision vests in the Council, in 
case of any difference arising. Ib is 
always possible that differences may 
arise between those who hold the purse- 
strings, and those whose natural desire 
is to slacken them, Butit is reason. 
able that the control of those strings 
should remain in the hands of the 
owner of the money. You havo im. 
plicit confidence in a friend who com- 
mends to you a project which you 
promise him funds to carry out; but 
you will probably not put your purso 
in his hands; you will rather hand to 
him money as he requires it, and so pro- 
serve the right of check to which, as 
the real foender and supporter, you 
are naturally entitled. We suspect for 
instance that, if the management of the 
Hospital had been in the hands of the 
Council, such a reform as that ad. 
vised by Drs. Coghill, Sibbald and 
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Galle, in 1868, would have been carried 
into effect. Apart from the great 
desirability of having a resident surgeon 
in a h ospital, these gentlemen calculated 
that a positive money saving would 
acerue from such an arrangement ; for 
the um then paid the visiting medical 
officer would have been more than 
sufficient to pay the salary of a resident 
surgeon, who would have been able also 
to discharge tho duties of Secretary. 
The other recommendations of the 
Report, though in some cases perhaps 
going beyond the requirements, seem 
to have been practical; but we confess 
we fail to see what other attention it 
got than the assignment to it of a 
page in the Annual Report of the 
‘Trustees. Under the proposed changed 
conditions of midnigement, such a 
report would be published in the Munici- 
pal Minntes, and either the Council 
would give valid reasons why they 
did not obey its suggestions, or 
the pressure of public opinion would 
stimulate them to carry out the reforms 
advocated. Onevery ground, therefore, 
both of reason and expediency, we think 
the vote of the Ratepayers was a wise 
one; and we have confidence that the 
arrangement which it invites, between 
the Trustees and the Council, will be 
satisfactorily devised.

‘Tur Cara Revrew—Suly-

Tho number opens with another] a 


chapter on the Folk-lore of China, which 
is, like the former, well worth perusal 
by those who take interest in these 
curious expressions of popular belief 
and superstition. Portents,angaries and 
dreams are the special subject of this 
chapter, and wo note again some 
carious coincidences between Chinese 
and European sayings. We all know 
the objection in England to crowing 
hens; and the Chinese regard them 
with equal distrust. ‘The unfortunate 
fowl is either sold or killed as soon as 
possible after she has commenced to 
crow. The Chinese and the French of 
the Mediterranean coast concur in a 
superstitions respect for swallows. The 
idea prevalent in Lancashire, that 
to set a hon on an uneven unmber of 
eggs will result in their being addled, 
exists also in South China. But on the 
other hand, while we look on one 
magpie a8 a portent of sorrow, the 
Chinese regard it as an omen of good 
luck. ‘We laugh at the Chinese idea 
that an eclipse is caused by a dragon 
eating the sun or moon ; but the writer 
reminds us that precisely the same belief, 
and precisely the same practice of trying 
to frighten the animal from his meal, 
ocourred among the Romans, Macedo- 
nians, Medes, Turks, Italians, Irish 
and Welsh. However, we leave those 
interested to peruse for themselves a 
paper which contains much curious 
information. 

A writer signing himself “S..” ques- 
tions the accuracy of certain deduc- 





tions in the Revd. Canon McClatchie’s 
Confucian Cosmogony, and asserts the 
purity of Chinese worship from the 
sensuality which disgraced Roman 
idolatry, and still pollates Hinduism. 

‘Mr. Kingsmill contributes some in- 
teresting notes on the Yii-kung or 
“Tribute of Yu.” Mr. Kingsmill holds 
the book to be a mixture of old and 
new. “It contains passages apparently 
of remarkable antiquity, but so mixed 
up with comparatively modern com- 
ments and glosses, as to be with diffi- 
culty recognisable,” and he apparently 
considers the metrical portions are the 
more ancient composition. “ Over- 
lying this substratum of rude metre, 
seem to be traces of one or two glosses 
of early date, with which finally has 
been worked up a comparatively 
modern commentary. The whole thus 
thrown confusedly together—text, gloss, 
and commentary—form the modern 
Yii-kung.” The legend of Yu—how he 
restrained and guided into fitting 
channels the waters that had pre- 
viously flooded the country, and the 
energy and self-denial that marked 
his labours, are familiar to our readers, 
Mr. Kingsmill, however, inclines to 
relegate the story to the regions of myth, 
and to class it as one of the legends 
brought away by the original immi- 
grants into China from their earlier 
home, and adapted (o fit the country to 
which it had been Uriusplauted 

‘The more, in fact, we seek to investigate 
the stories of the Three Emperors, the moro 
ho necessity enforce itself of relegat- 
to the realm of myth. We mi 
any historic ground whatever whereon to 
set our feet. On the other hand, curious 
analogies with other mythologies spring up 
unsonght, showing that, apparently isolated 
and hard as are these Chinese tales, they 
must have had their origin before the 
great Aryan dispersion from the table 
Tands of Central Asia. 

We leave our readers to follow for 
themselveshis chain of reasoning, which 





















involves some interesting comparisons | P 


with the somewhat similar Indian 
legends. 

‘Mr. Stent translates into the light 
racy language of which he is master, 
a“ Dream concerning a cash” which 
is evidently a satire on the depreciated 
coinage introduced into China in the 
Srd year of Hsien-féng. As explained 
in a foot-note, the” virtuous officials of 
the period sent in manifold reports to 
the Emperor concerning the scarcity of 
metals which had been caused by the 
rebels, and proposing various plans, 
ostensibly for the benefit of the Govern. 
ment and people, but really for their 
own advantage and the pickings they 
themselves anticipated obtaining :— 

‘They suggested the necessity of casting 
a different kind of currency, whereby the 
metal might be economized, by making 
cash of various sizes which would represent 
‘a Jarger number of the cash in present use. 
‘Thus, roughly, a large cash, which was to 
represent 1,000 common ones, would be 
really worth no more than 60 or 60; one 
representing 500, 30 or s0 ; one, 100, about 
20 and so on. 

The emperor sanctioned this arrange- 
ment; the cash were cast, and stringent 
lawa were passed to force them into cur- 





reney allover the country. The procla 
tion concerning them ran thus:— 


«« For the first offence of refusing to take 
cash, the offender sliell’ be put in thy 
cangue for two months ; no mercy shall bo 
shewn him, For the second, the offender 
shall be transported 1,000 li ; for the think 
offence, he shall be banished for life.” 
The dream purports to relate the trials 
of a cash, as poured fourth at mid, 
night into the sympathising ears of a 
dreamer. 

The narrative of a threo weeks 
journey into the interior, from Foochon, 
instalments of which have been pub. 
lished in two preceding numbers of 
the Review, is brought to a close in 
the present one. The present chapter, 
like former ones, enters rather much 
into detail, but throws some useful 
light on the position and working of 
the Protestant missions in the province, 
Statistics are appendend of 22 mission 
stations in the district visited, showing 
about 1,000 enrolled members. At six 
of the places named are regularly 
built churches, besides two in Foochow 
city itself. 

Mr. ©. F. R. Allen continues his 
translation from the “ Lino-Ohai-Chib. 
Yi,” which we always read with in- 
terest. His present cantribution is an 
amusing little novelette, relating the 
career of a certain family named Ch'in, 
‘They are well to do at tho outset ; but 
rebels carry off the father; the eldest 
son takes to gambling, and the property 
is well nigh dissipated, when a strong 
minded half-sister, a daughter of Ch'in 
nior by @ previous marringe, comes 
and takes charge of the bouschold and 
pulls things together. A scoundrel 
named Wei, who bas an enmity to tho 
family, is the origin and causo of its 
chief misfortunes; but eventually his 
machinations redound to good, and the 
tale closes with his conversion, # 
general return of the scattered members, 
and restoration of happiness and pro 
rity. 

Perbaps the most interesting ppet 
in the volume is one by M, Dabry de 
Thiersant, on the breeding of oysters 
in China. It was news to us, and wo 
imagine it will be to most of our 
readers, that the Chinese lay themselres 
out for ostricalture, and have beds pro- 
perly prepared and carefally managed, 
where the bi-valve is looked after 
till he arrives at maturity. ‘The writer 
attributes to them a knowledge of the 
art anterior to the time when, accord 
ing to Slure, it was discovered amongst 
the Romans by Sergius Orata,” and 
better knowledge and more successftl 
practice of it than prevails in Europe. 
‘Phe paper is so full of details that we 
cannot attempt to summarise it, 0° 
can only recommend it to our reader 
perusal. The Chinese seem xot 
care much for raw oysters, declaring 
that they are too cold for the stomachs 
they dry them, and the consumption 
them in this condition is said to ® 
very Inrge. The writer, borer 
fails utterly to appreciate them in the 
amended condition, Ho conclndes by 
comparing the information be be 
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gathered, to the practice of the French, 
and draws @ conclusion unfavourable 
io the latter; and frankly recommends 
his countrymen to try the Chinese 
method of breeding, as founded on a 
more intelligent appreciation of the 
oyster’s habits and requirements.

‘A few months ago, thinking that In- 
surance Company shares were unduly 
depressed, and after—as far as outsiders 
could judge—an almost uninterrupted run 
of success from the beginning of the year, 
that China & Japan Marine Insurance Co. 
hares were cheap at 94, I bought some, 
and have since contributed one or two not 
very large amounts of premia to the Com- 
pany, under the impression that I should 
get a fair return both for my investment 
and for my contributions. The reporthas 
appeared; and what do I find? A four 
‘Taels per share dividend isall well enough, 
but the slightest calculation of ‘he figures 
makes it apparent that, for the current six 
months, neither Contributors nor Share- 
holders’ can hope for any return, and, in 
fact, that another not very large loss will 
begin to eat into the Reserve fund. How 
did the Company manage to lose Tis. $8,000 
at a time when thero was scarcely a 
single casualty on the coast and none 
at all on the Home ronte? If the result 
of nine of the best months for Marine 
Insurance compa no better than this, 
what would be the outturn of one or two 
ordinary seasons? 

With a rapidly decreasing business, ex- 
penses showing a larger percentage to the 
income yearly, and with, I expect, only 
the charice of taking the worst risks, what 
are the future prospects of the Company ? 
What single argument can there be for its 
continuance? I for one am prepared to 
say that the Company will  recei 
further premium from me—and mine is 
single case, With other Olices offuring 
20 per cent. better results, who can be 
expected to give their business to the 
China aud Japan? 

In case at the forthcoming meeting the 
liquidation is not carried, are the sup- 
porters of the Company prepared to seo a 
fall in the value of their shares of Tis. 20 
each at the least, and with no chance of 
their over ot to every- 
‘the Re- 
yy be swamped any minute, and I, 
therefore, do not refer to it—should be 
returned to the shareholders, now it ean 
be depended on, than that the inevitable 
result of a continuance of the Company — 
viz., a yearly declining business at a loss, 
and heavy expen should swamp all the 
funds? ‘In fact, fo any one taking a 
clear survey of the past working and the 
futuro prospects, the question to be decided 
at the next meeting is simply Liquidation

Dean Sir,—I wish to point out what 1 
think to be’ soveral unfair and mis-state- 
ments in letters that have beon published 
in your columns regarding the China and 
Japan Marine Insurance Company. 

“Shareholder” states that the interest of 
of the Shareholders has been srcrificed to 
that of the Contributors. ‘This is not the 
- al Deed of Settlement, 
under which the Company was started, I 
find that the first charge upon the profits 
of the Company was a return of 3/l0ths 
to all Contributors of Business whether 
Shareholders or not ; then « dividend of 
12 per cent. (if earned) tothe Shareholders, 
all the remaining profit beivg dne to 
Reserve Fund, till it reached Tls, 300,000, 

Under the present Deed, the first charge 
upon the profits is to the Shareholders, who 
now rank first for a dividend of 12 per 
cont. ; and this payment of adividend first, 
did, in one year of the Company’s business, 
absorb all the profit. ‘The. Contributors 
who, under the original Deed, would have 
got 3/10 of the dividend, did’ not get any- 
thing.

issued, I find that they seek still further to 








improve the position of the Shareholders 
by asking authority to encroach on the 
Reserve Fund, if necessary, to insuro:'s 
dividend of at least 6 % per annum’ to 
Shareholders. With regard to the alteration 
in the Deed whereby 3 of the remain. 
ing profits, after payment of dividend and 
carrying } to Reserve, are returned to 
Contributors, I believe I am correct in 
stating that this alteration was not made 
till after three local Companies had adopted 
the 3 return. et 

The statement that the China & Japan 
increased their lines on ‘fea steamers from 
Hankow, is also incorrect. I find upon 
enquiry that, like other offices, they reduced 
the amount taken on each bottom. 

“Shareholder” complains that the work- 
ing of the Company during the time he 
reviews has given but G}"/, to Sharcholders, 
being only £°/, more than the interest he 
would get on his eapital if deposited in a 
Bank, {shallbe obliged to him if ho oun tell, 
me what Bank will receive deposits at 6%,

Tn my opi 
in congratulating the 
working of the Company during tho 
present year; for I am told upon what I 
deem good authority that, up to date, the 
receipts are, so far as can be ascertained, 
larger than last year. ‘This alone shows 
how yood the position and prospects of the 
Company must be, if, after « year, when 
tunable to pay either a dividend or return 
to Contributors, the receipts show an 
increase. 

“Contributor ” wants to know why 334 
is returned on local busi Has it not 
occurred to him that this is merely another 
form of reducing rates, formerly very 
high, and even now higher than rates cur- 
rent at Home for risks of like nature and 
distanco to our Coast risk? This return 
is not confined to the O. & J, ; it is made 
by all local offices, and I presume they 
find it a paying business or they would not 
continue it, 

Notwithstanding the elaborate statement 
of “Shareholder, ” and the arguments of 
the other writers, I am one who intend 
to vote for the continnance for the ©. & J. 
Ihave come to this conclusion after a 
careful consideration of the matter, be- 
lieving that the Company is wanted, as 
shown by increased reosipisin the absence 
of dividends or returns to Contributors, 
also from the fact that, although unfor- 
tunate, it has not been more so than 
many Insurance Offices during the last 
two years. Reference to the Reports of 
many home offices will show that they 
have paid current dividends by withdrawals 
from Reserve Funds. Although this is th 
case, we do not hear any rumours of their 
winding up, nor do I see avy reason why a 
good biisiness should be closed becauao of 
passing depression of business, If this 
principle was fully carried out, what would 
have been the fate of our gres 
and mavy of tho firms now exi 
China? 

With regard to the financial position of 
the Company, I leave the reply to the 
Directors, who will doubtless be able at 
the coming meeting to support their 
recommendation that the Company be 
continued.

‘THE LOSS OF THE “ DEERHOUND.” 


Captain Shearey, late of the above ill fated 
vessel, has kindly favored us with fuller parti- 
culars of the loss of his ship. He reports that 
the British ship Deerhound left Shanghai for 
London on the 5th August, and had light wea- 
ther till passing the Prata Shoals, after which 
they experienced unsettled, squally weather, 
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which set in with thick and heavy 
‘Tho wind was chiefly from the SW. Owing 
to the state of the weather, they could obtain 
no reliable observations after sighting the 
Scarbrough Shoals, and for six days previous 
to the vessel grounding had no sight of the 
sun, whatever. At 3.30 a.m, on the 30th 
‘Avgust, a brisk breeze blowing at the tim: 

the vessel grounded on what is known as the 
North West and Danger Shoals. Every effort 
‘was made to get her off, but all to no purpose, 
as the water rapidly leit the ship’s side and 
she heeled over on her port bilge. Later 
on in the day they commenced to throw 
cargo overboard, with the view of gettin, 

her afloat the next tide. Tho  veseel 
began to make water fast, and her steering 
apparatus wascompletely carriedaway througlt 
her bumping on the shoals, ‘The next day 
they had less water alongside, having only 
eight feot six inches at low tide and nine feet 
eight inches at high tide, aud only high tide 
once in twenty-four hours, Seeing there was 
no prospect of getting the slip off, but 
considerable risk of the masts coming ‘down 
and breaking the boats, they were put out in 
readinow, The next day the boats were 
masted and provisioned ready for leaving the 
vet ‘At 6.15 pam. on the Ist instant they 
concluded to abandon the vessel. ‘The boat 
‘were manned ; the chief officer and seven men 
left in one; and soon after Captain Sheare 

the seooud officer, and eight mon left in th 
other boat, and shaped a course for Manila, 
‘The first night after leaving they had torrents 
of rain and a nasty chopping sea, in conse- 
quence of which they were compelled to throw 
overboard a portion of the effects in the two 
Boats, and two men had to be constautly 
bailing out the boats with buckets. ‘The 
wind was chiefly from the WW. and W.S.\W., 
with heavy showers of raiu and short inter 
vals of calm. This weather continued till 
they fell in with the German bark Lesmona 
in lat. 13.3 N., and long. 119.29 E. from 
Cootie, bound to Hongkoug, by whom they 
‘were taken on board and treated with groat 
Kindness and courtesy until their arrival in 
Hongkong, on the 13th instant. ‘They ran a 
Gistance of nearly 400 miles in tho boata.— 
Daily Pre 









































STRANDING OP THE P. AND 0, MAIL 
STeaMER “suNDA.” 

‘The mail steamer Sunda, Captain Edmund 
left Hongkong about 10 a.m, on Sunday, tl 
12th September, with two first-class and five 
or six second-class passengers ; 300 bales or 

kages of Manchester goods, and about 
Bis00 pioule of auger. All’ went well until 
‘Tuesday morning, the 14th, when signs of very 
threatening weather appeared, and the 
Captain deemed it prudent to avoid the ex- 
pected typhoon, by turning back, with a view 
to shelter in Haitan Straits. About noon, to 

ay of all, the vessel struck on a rock, 
pped. Shortly after, a cry went aft 
that tho vessel was going down by thie head. 
‘The boats wero promptly ordered to be got 
ready, and they were rapidly filled with 
passengers and crew. It was then dis- 
covered that the water-tight compartments 
held, and that the sinking of the vessel was, 
at least for awhile, delayed. Then it was deter- 
mined to go a-head and beach her, and most 
of the people returned to the steamer. Signals 
of distress were hoisted both 
and on the lighthouse at Turn: 
fortunately the mail steamer Geelong hove in 
sight and came to the rescue; taking on 
Doard those who had remaiued in the boats and 
following the Sunda to render all requisite 
‘assistance. ‘Tae position of the steamer a 
being beached, appeared to be secure, and it 
was intended that the crew and officers 
should remain ou her, but ss the tide fell, 
down went the stern, and the people had to 
quit her. ‘The firab officer, however, remained 
on hoard, but the water rushing up to the 
wheel-house, the position becameviesperateand 
ho took to the rigging, and ultimately jumping 
overboard taken on board the Geelong. At 
night the native pirates swarmed over the un- 
lucky Sunda, and stripped her of all they could. 
On “Wednesday, arrangements were made 
with two mandarin junks and a gunboat to 
tect the vessel, tlio chief officer taking up 
is quarters on board a mandarin junk. On 
this day also, the steamer Douglas was 
sighted, and by her Captain Edmunds went 
40 Foochow, The wails, passengers, and 


















































crow were saved by the Geelong, except four 
Chinese and three Malays who aro missing. 
‘The steamer is on a sandy beach, and at hi 

tide her upper deck is covered, but at low 
Water the scuttles are about 6 inches above 
water. There appeared to be no leak abaft 
the main bunker, 

‘The most extraordinary part of the whole 
roceeding is, how, with the Captain leaving 
for Foochow from Turnabout Island on the 

15th, no telegram had been received in 
Shanghai vid Amoy up to Saturday night. 


Subjoined is the report of the the P. & 0. 
steamer Geelong, Captain C, Fraser, which left 
Hongkong on the 12th instant at 4.05 p m.:— 
‘As far as the Lammocks Islands experienced 
very clear weather and moderate breezes. At 
11-30 a.m, on the 14th, observed a steamer 
ahead off Turnabont Island, supposed to be the 
steamer Sunda, There was then a strong 
increasing breeze, At 0.10 p, m. the steamer 
Sunda still ahead, with a sigual flying which 
‘was not understood, the distance being too 
great. A few minutes afterwards, a signal 
was made at the flagstaff on Turnabout 
Island, “H.C.” (steamer requires immediate 
agsistance). At 0.30 p.m, saw seven of the 
‘Sunda’e boats on both bows. Picked up one 
life-boat and one jolly-boat, with a portion of 
the passengers anid crew. ‘Stood in towards 
‘rite Island to follow the Sunda. At 4.00 

.m. anchored in six fathoms in Haitan 
Biraits, thedunda having then been beached on 
Station Island. At this time it was blowing 
hard, with every appearance of bad weather 
setting in. At 4.15 p.n., Mr. Grant, chief 
officer, boarded the Sunda to ascertain the 
nature of the assistance required, and learned 
that she had struck a rock off Turnabout 
Island, Captain Edmunds, of the Sunda, 
returned with Mr. Grant ‘to the Geelong, 
which vessel, after receiving two more boats’ 
crews on board, was taken further in shore 
and anchored in 43 fathoms; it then blew 
hard from the N.N.E.; barometer 29.98, 
‘At daylight on the 15th, the chief officer of 
the Sunda, and the second officer of the 
Geelong went on bard the former ship, and 
found that the vessel had been partially looted 
by the natives. At 8.10 a.m., a mandarin 
junk came near to the Geelong, and 
dent a boat alongside. Captain Edmunds 
then succeeded in arranging with the 
mandarins for the protection of life and 
property. Mr. Scott, the first officer, and 
‘one quartermaster and a native remaining 
by the ship. Weather still continued bad, 
and the Sunda rolled about very much, 
roudering it very difficult to work either on 
board or in the ‘At 11.20, tho steamer 
Douglas hove in sight, and anchored near 
the Geelong, having picked up the mail boat 
with three of tho Sunda’e officers on board. 
‘Theoflicers were unableto weather theontrance 
to Haitan Straits, and had to go round Chim 
Island. ‘They were about to beach the boat, 
when, as Captain Fraser states, they were fired 

from a junk. Eventually, they succeeded 
in boarding an Amoy junk, where they were 
kindly received, fed aod clothed, and put on 
board the steamer Douglas off Nangan Head. 
‘The Douglas returned at once to render all 
asssistance possible, The. boats of the 
Sunda and Geelong were engaged during the 
1th and 16th in endeavouring to salve what- 
ever could be got at. The mails, contained 
in seventeen bage, were recovered, but all were 
completely wet.’ The plate and some sails 
and baggage were the only property saved be 
sides, the Vessel having settled down and being 
totally submerged at high water. The weatl 
uring all this time was very bad, with thick 
drizzling rain. At8,30. a.m, the crew left 
the ship, Mr. Robert Scott, ist officer, only 
remaining on board. At 11.20, Captain 
¥dmunds went on board the steamer Douglas 
to make necessary arrangements, the weather 
still continuing ‘threatening. ‘The Douglas 
then left for Foochow with Captain Edmunds 
on board. At 4.00 p.m. a native boat came 
alongside from the “shore; and a letter 
was sent to Mr. Scott. “It was now 
Llowing a strong gale from the N. by E., 
with sudden gusts and drizzling rain. 
At 1110 p.m. weighed and proceeded, 
after receiving @ communication from Mr. 
Scott that he was well protected on board a 
war junk. Weather moderating. Arrived at 
Shangliai on the 18th at 7.00 p.m. Seven 
natives of the crew of the Sunda were 
drowned.

Defendant—I havo never received the 
clothes. I sent my coolie for them yesterday, 
but be could not obtain them. 

‘Phe coolie was called, and stated that he 
went to the plaintiff's ‘shop yesterday, ad 
asked for the coat aud waistcoat, and was 
told they had been returned about @ mouth 
before. 

Plalatif’s partner was next examined, and 
Aoposed—Tho coolie came to our shop yester- 
day, and asked me for a ooat aud waistcost, 
Ttold him they had beou returned about a 
year ago, I thought to defendant's boy. 

Defendant's boy, next called, dep 
went for tho cloties once, long time ago, 
I was told they wore uot finished. I have 
not been for them since, because I have never 
deen sent. 

‘His Hoxovr said that as the dofendant 
admitted that the goods bad been supplied 
and didn’t object to the prices, the plaiut 
was entitled to judgment.

differences settled. The husband is of tix 
mature age of 16 years, the wife being four 
years older. ‘They were betrothed whe 
much younger, aud had been married iu dis 
form a year ago. But both betrothal aud 
marriage seem to have been distasteful tg 
Clarinda, and also to her “second” mother; 
and a few weeks ago, a stalwart mafoo in the 
employ of a foreiga gentleman professed 
aifection for the fair one, aud aucceeded ia. 
ducing her second mother to overlook the fact 
of the marriage, and sell her to him forthe 
munificent sum 'of $30. ‘The sale and trans. 
fer were completed, and the purchase was duly 
conveyed by the mafoo to his secret hay-loft 
but alas! they were soon broken in upon by the 
bereaved husband, who no sooner discovered 
his loss, than, in’ company with his father, 
he left’ his plough, aud assumed for th 
nonce the rdle of a private detective 
After a day or so’s hunt, they were guided 
either by fortune or a betrayer to the 
place of Clarinda’s concealment, and in the 
absence of her lover she was taken back to 
the home of her childhood. On Wednesday 
night, however, she again gave her husbiod 
the slip, and mounting a wheelbarrow, wat 
hastening to the arma of hier mafoo, whens 
Policeman, who knew of the failure of the 
former transaction, met her, and asked her 
lainly if she was ouce more running from 
Fer husband, She answered in the afinar 
tive, aud was of course taken to tho Police 
Station, and the husband sent for. He now 
insisted on her being handed over to the 
stern measure of Chinese law regarding faith- 
Jess wives. On being questioned by Hsieh 
as to her motives, she told a pitiful story of 
how her boy-busband made her work hard ia 
the fields, but did not give her enough to ah, 
and that he at times beat h 
‘was, however, no party to th 
with the mafoo, but her “second” mother, 
Pitying, her sad’ stato, mado, the berg ft 
er, in the hope of ensuring her more happi- 
ness. On her return home, after her dis 
covery by her husband, ho treated as badly 
as before, aud as the mafoo did not beat her 
but treated her kindly, she mate up her mind 
to goto him again. —Hsieh seemed struck with 
the artless statement, of which the above isthe 
substance, and said, ‘before deciding the ca 
he must have the “second” mother befor 
him, who, it seemed to him, had been guilty 
according’ to Chinese law,’ of the offence of 
kidnapping, by arranging the sale of the wile 
to the mafoo.”

Tho first of these pretexts 
isa well worn one, and which has in many 
cases turned out to be incorrect. ‘There are 
cases, no doubt, where junks are caught in 
the act, but is certain that a great deal of 
hardship is inflicted on innocent junkmen. 
With regard to the second plea, that there is 
no Port in Hainan open by treaty, it is time 
that, in the interests of Hongkong, thé 
of Hoihow was formally opened. Te is stated 
that the captured junks will all be confiscated 
unless they submit to a heavy squeeze. And

Chinese Authorities at Canton, “They wish 
to injure as much as possible the trade of this 
rt.

PRAYING FOR RAIN IN JAPAN, 
(Hiogo News.) 

‘Tho custom of praying for rain is so univer- 
sal that we need not feel any surprise that, 
after the late long spell of severe drought in 
this neighbourhood: the Japanese have pro- 
ceeded to invoke the rs above. There is 
often a sneer indulged in by foreigners at some 
of the ceremonies of the natives which find 
almost exact counterparts in their own lands, 
but we must claim that none of our remarks 
be included in this class, as we think it quite 
as reasonable—and perhaps as eflicacious—for 
followers of one faith to act according to their 
lights in the matter of endeavouring’ to avert 

ity, as for those of another. About w 
ht ago the farmers, having made up 
their minds that the crops would be hopo- 
lessly ruined unless some rair. should come, 
sent some of their leading men to ests 
of the Buddhist temple of Fukushoji 
(Zen sect) and indented for a week’s inces-

‘the procession went past the large ro- 

fields on the North of the road 
(where was a fire at which they lit their 
torches), along one of the narrow bridle paths 
running’ through between the fields, up to a 
point on the Minato watercourse high up 
above the northera bridge. As the long boas 
of men wended its way along the narrow pati 
in Indian file it was watcled by hundreds 
of spectators who collected amongst the tr 
on the banks of the river, and well wo 
looking at it was. Loud cri 
tamoi no, l'yaku ni kome itfo mo sho (a prayer 
far raiv, that rice may be che 
mixed up with the iustramental music (2) 
the whole made a body of sound equal to any 
‘Tichborne Release Meeting that has yet been 
held, At s spot close by the watercourse 
the ‘torches were thrown on a pile by 
each bearer as he camo up to the bon- 
fire, and the flaro from this heap showed 
so bright against the sky that many 
people thought that the devouring element 
was at work, and rang tho Kobo na! 
bells, As the people filed up on to the edge 
of the watercourse, the former torch bearers 

sd with Inoterns by men connected, 
with their ward, who were posted ‘among the 
trees for that purpose, ‘The way then was 
taken along the bank of the river to the old 
Hiogo road, where with renewed clamour the 
whole party went through the main street of 
the town, the sides of which were lined with 
the old men and the women who were left in 
charge of the place, and as each section mar- 
ched through its ward the members retired to 
their homes, whereby the procession was soon 
reduced to a skeleton. 

‘The fact that on the afternoon of the 30th, 
one or two heavy showers freshened up the 
air, did not prevent the full programme hein; 
carried out on the evening of that day, an 
as we write (on the Tuesday afternoon) there 
is every promise of moister and cooler 
weather. 

The head priest of the temple where the 
praying takes place, is, like all those we have 
met, Sciremely courteous and obliging to 
‘those who approach him in the proper manner,

tion we had with him he told us that the 
Buddhist doctrine advised the praying for 
rain, but that the grand parade described 
bove is only an affair of the people, and that 
it can bo said of Japanese,—as, in fact, it may

that they follow any superstitious custom 
that happens to strike their fancy, without 
regard to the original intention of ‘the starter 
of it, Our informant seems to think that the 
torch-burning may be supposed to have been 
originally a kind of incense offered up to pro- 
Pitiate the offending dragon. And here we 
may note the like difficulty that the Rev. 
Tnstus Doolittle experienced when trying to 
find out the reason for the coremonies per- 
formed by Chinese on a similar occasion. He 

















hen the Chineseareinterrogatedinregard 
to the foundation for the belief that these 
means will influence Heaven to send rain, or 
influence the gods and goddesses which the 
imagine to have power to intercede wit 
nto send rai ir 
their own authority, they reply 
the customs of the land ; that they have bee 
taught thus to supplicate for rain by their 
ancestors, confessing that they themselves do 
not clearly perceive the adaptedness of the 
means they employ to attain the end desired, 
or that they kuow no more efficacious method. 
of praying for rain. They assert these methods 
have always proved availing.” 

From the fact that tho Chinese carry a 
figuro of a dragon round with thew, and also 
in soveral cases each man carries a stick of 
Tighted incense with him as reverently as the 
performance admits of i 
all unlikely that it is a pi 
Chinese ceremonial which has 
solely from the fact of its being accompanied 
with the display so dear to all but the 
soverest class of mind, 

Tt has been urged by some meteorologi 
that the smoke from large fires on the prairies
